Voters must approve 
tax increases in 
November.

The Cal State University is not rul- 
ing out another fall tuition increase if 
state support continues to decline, CSU 
officials told student media in a tele- 
conference meeting Tuesday. 

The CSU Board of Trustees raised 
annual undergraduate tuition by 9 per- 
cent or $498 last November, but Liz 
Chapin, a CSU: spokeswoman, said an- 
other tuition increase “could be a likely 
option” if the 23-campus system faces 
additional cuts to state funding.

OrgSync, a student organization 
networking tool, will be functional for 
all students by fall 2012. 

The Associated Students Inc. Senate 


approved the program in an attempt to 
create an easier way for student orga- 
nizations to reach out to and connect 
with students. 

Organization leaders were contact- 
ed to get their organizations affiliated 
with OrgSyne when it was originally 
launched last fall. The OrgSync net- 
work has since registered 3,000 users 
and 424 organizations in 37 categories. 

Jameson Nyeholt, applications sup- 


port assistant, held several workshops 
during the fall semester to teach stu- 
dents and faculty how to use OrgSync. 

According to Nyeholt, the amount 
of users registered is on track for what 
they hoped to accomplish for the fall

In 1992, Cantore was an on-duty 
police officer during the Rodney King 
riots. 


“Tt was surreal,” she said. “[Mobs of 
high school students] stormed a super 
market and were trying to get into the 
Long Beach Mall. I was living in Pasa- 


dena at the time and remember seeing 
L.A. on fire. The images have stayed 
with me forever.” 

After the riots subsided, Cantore be- 
gan to write. 

“T tried to write about that time,” 
Cantore said. “I penned several bad 
short stories, but could not capture the 
feelings that consumed me at the time.” 

Cantore said “Accused” was re- 
jected and revised many times before 
being accepted by Tyndale Publishers. 

“T learned that there is great truth in 
the saying that ‘writing is re-writing,” 
she said. 

Cantore said she had not always as- 
pired to be a police officer. While at

Cal State Dominguez Hills President 
Mildred Garcia will be taking over as 
president of Cal State Fullerton starting 
June 1. Garcia served at CSUDH for 
four and a half years. 

A presidential. salary cap passed at 
this month’s Cal State University Board 
of Trustees meeting, but Garcia’s salary 
won’t be decided until March, accord- 
ing to Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesman. 

CSUF President Milton Gordon 
earns an annual income of $295,000. 

Under the new CSU policy, Garcia 
can earn only 10 percent more. than 
Gordon’s salary, capping her CSUF sal- 
ary at $324,500. 

Fallis also noted that many CSU 
president positions have been changing 
recently.

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Students receive grant 
for stem cell research 


The $1.7 million grant 
was increased due 

to positive program 
results. ;

An internship grant offered to Cal 
State Long Beach will help biotechnol- 
ogy students conduct stem cell research 
and greatly improve their chances to 
find work in the future. 

The grant was funded by the Califor- 
nia Institute for Regenerative Medicine 
(CIRM) and was an extension of a pre- 
vious grant that lasted three years and 
provided approximately $1.3 million to 
the program. 

The new grant is approximately $1.7 
million and the increase was likely due 
to positive results with the school’s cur- 
rent program. 


“1’m delighted that CIRM was so 
pleased with our success during the 
first funding cycle of three years that 
they opted to extend the program for an 
additional three years,” said Lisa Klig, 
director of the biotechnology program 
at CSULB. : 

According to.the CIRM website, the 
main goals of the program are to edu- 
cate the public on the advances of stem 
cell research, to recruit new scientists, 
to train the students in the techniques 
of stem cell research, and to provide 
specialized training and laboratory in- 
ternships. 

The CIRM training is then meant to 
lead to long-term career opportunities 
in stem cell research in California. 

Student interns receive $25,750 to 
cover tuition, fees and some living ex- 
penses. — 

As of now, 20 students have com- 
pleted the program and 10 student in- 
terns are currently working in the labs 
this year. 

“We think this is an excellent op- 
portunity for CSULB students to be

involved in cutting-edge research in 
laboratories at UC Irvine and the City 
of Hope,” Klig said. 

Many proponents of stem cell re- 


search see it as a way to develop cures 
and treatments for injuries and illnesses 
in the future. 

“The hope is that stem cell research 


will teach us more about developmen- 
tal biology to test drugs, personalized 
medicine, and to serve as treatments 
and therapies,” K lig said.

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The Institute of International Educa- 
tion has released a report which names 
Cal State Long Beach as one of the top 
ranking universities for hosting inter- 
national students for master’s degrees. 

For 
the past 
4 years, 
CSULB 

has ranked in the top four universities 
for international students. This year 
they trailed behind the top ranked 
university by only 78 students. 

The location of our school, the 
welcoming environment and the strong 
academic programs are some of the 
reasons we’ve become so popular for 

" international students. 

One of the main reasons it is a good 
thing to be on this list is because in- 
ternational students pay a significantly 
larger amount of money for tuition than 
California residents. An international 
student pays about $1200 dollars more 
per semester than a California resident 
does. 

This is a double edged sword. On 
one hand, the more international stu- 
dents we get, the more money goes into 
the school. Obviously, our school is a in 
a bit of a budgetary crisis right now, so 
the extra tuition money is hugely help- 
ful to our school. 

With each international student 
paying nearly $1200 per semester we 
get the added bonus of getting extra 
money while increasing the diversity of 
our campus. Increasing the enrollment 
of international students in graduate 
and undergraduate programs can help 
CSULB recover some of the massive 
monetary losses its seen over the last 
few years.

take anything we can get. If the university is granted the chance 
to make a little extra cash by accepting international students, the 
obvious choice would be to take it. 

On the other hand, this information means that the school might 
make international students such a priority that they start to ignore 
more and more California residents, making it harder to be ac- 
cepted. : 

Being accepted to Cal State Long Beach has become increasing- 
ly more difficult in the past few years due to an increased amount 
of applicants and an increase in budget cuts. CSULB in particular 
is extremely popular choice among the CSU campuses due to its 


diverse student body, proximity to the beach and generally great 
weather. The number of applications sent to CSULB increases 
nearly every year, so it’s already a tough job to decide who gets in 
and who doesn’t. Making more room for international students will 
only make the problem worse. 

If CSULB tries to solve its budget issues by accepting a large 
amount of international students, California residents are going 
to be ignored. This is not right because the Cal State system was 
created specifically so California residents could have an affordable 
option for college. 

With the economy suffering, more students are turning to CSU 


schools than ever before. Sometimes CSU schools are the only 
option students can take to achieve an affordable college education. 
The “affordable” part is becoming less than true, but if people from 
outside the US start to receive special priority, it would be going 
against-what the CSU originally stood for. 

This is not to say that international students should not be 
accepted. CSULB has a very welcoming student population and - 
culture, and our international student population should feel very 
welcome here. However, a Cal State school should still make sure 
that California residents are the main priority, even if international 
tuition is financially desirable. 


Future of Peyton Manning's post-surgery career is unclear 


The highly anticipated rematch of the 2008 
Super Bowl is just days away. But, quarterback 
Tom Brady and the New England Patriots seeking 
revenge over Eli Manning and the New York Gi- 
ants isn’t the only story swirling around the NFL 
this week. Instead, arguably one of the greatest 
quarterbacks of all-time, Peyton Manning, is in 
-limbo late in his career. The decision both Man- 
ning and Indianapolis Colts will have to make can 
change the landscape of the NFL soon. 

With 11 Pro Bowl appearances, four M.V.P. 
awards and a Super Bowl to his name, it’s hard to 
find any NFL player as successful as Manning. 
However, even with all the glory Manning is still 
human. Nothing showed this more than Manning 
missing the entire past season to recover from 
neck surgery. 
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While nobody should expect a 36-year-old 
quarterback not to get banged ‘up every once ina 
while, the severity of Manning’s injury brought 
up the question of whether he should retire. One 
powerful tackle from a linebacker like Ray Lewis 
could leave Manning paralyzed. While this is a 
worst-case scenario, no one 
can be sure whether Manning 
will be healthy enough to play 
until a doctor clears him. 

Manning’s return is just one 
issue however; the next is whether the Indianapo- 
lis Colts should hold on to him. With Manning 
not playing this year, the holes in the Colts team 
were exposed. With a 2-14 season—the worst 
since Manning took over—it confirmed what 
everybody sort of knew already, that Manning 
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carried the team. 
The silver lining from the Colts disappointing 


- season is they have the opportunity to draft one 


of college’s most elite quarterbacks, Stanford’s 
Andrew Luck. Luck, who many believe to be 
NFL-ready, is expected to become the new face 
of the Colts franchise. If Manning 
does come back Luck could be 
groomed by one of the greatest 

in the game—reminiscent of the 
Brett Farve and Aaron Rodgers 


~ situation back in Green Bay a few years ago. 


But, with the hype Luck has been getting from 
both the media and his family it’s doubtful this 
situation would satisfy him. When this circum- 
stance plays out it’s more likely for the Colts to 
side with Luck—after committing a load-of cash 
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and time to him— over the aging Manning. 

This will leave Manning with two options, 
either to retire as a Colt or to stick it to the owners 
and demand a trade. 

It’s doubtful the Colts owners will be opposed 
to trading Manning away. Even at 36, Manning 
still has a few years left in him. Manning will 
probably decide to not retire and try to go some- 
where elsé. 

No one will know for sure where Manning will 
be playing until he first gets cleared to play again. 
That announcement may come soon. We can only 
hope that whatever decision Manning does make 
that he doesn’t Farve us and come out of retire- 
ment more than once.

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Constitution supports individually mandated health insurance 


The flames of controversy leap higher each 
day as the American public waits for the U.S. 
Supreme Court to decide whether the Affordable 
Care Act’s individual mandate — which requires 
individuals to buy health insurance or pay a pen- 
alty — is constitutional. 

Many have blasted the mandate as egregiously 
violating the Constitution and its principles, but 
they’re mistaken. The individual mandate may - 
be an unwise government overreach, but it’s 
perfectly constitutional under the Necessary and 
Proper clause of the Constitution. : 

The Commerce Clause gives Congress the 
power “To regulate Commerce with foreign Na- 
tions, and among the several States, and with the 
Indian Tribes” while the Necessary and Proper 
Clause empowers Congress “To make all Laws 
which shall be necessary and proper for carrying 
into Execution the foregoing Powers, and all other 
Powers vested by this Constitution in the Govern- 
ment of the United States, or in any Department 
or Officer thereof.” 

Throughout the years, scholars have debated 
the meaning of the phrases in both of these 
clauses, and have arrived at both narrow and 
broad interpretations. In McCulloch v. Maryland, 


Chief Justice John Marshall cited the Necessary 
and Proper Clause and set the precedent for a 
broad interpretation of the clause. 

Regarding the Commerce Clause, the Supreme 
Court took a restrictive view of the government’s 
power in the years preceding the New Deal era, 
but when that era dawned, the Court shifted 
gears and interpreted both the Commerce and 
Necessary and Proper Clauses broadly. In later 
years, the Rehnquist Court would limit some of 
Congress’s power under the Commerce Clause. 

Even with all of these 
different interpretations, 
however, the Supreme 
Court can still legitimate- 
ly interpret the individual 
mandate to be constitutional under the Com- 
merce Clause — if attended by the Necessary and 
Proper Clause. 

To understand why, the phrases of the clause 
must be understood. Scholars note that regula- 
tions involve rules, and sometimes requirements, 
while “commerce” has historically been interpret- 
ed to mean “market-oriented activity,” according 
to some Constitutional scholars. 

Furthermore, some scholars observe that

“among,” of course, is quite different from “be- 
tween,” and thus doesn’t limit Congress’s powers 
to regulate interstate: commerce. With these 
historic interpretations in mind, the mandate can 
easily be analyzed. : 

If there were no Necessary and Proper Clause, 
then the mandate would clearly be unconstitu- 
tional. é 

Yes, the government could require people to 
purchase something under the Commerce Clause, 
but only if it’s oriented to activity in the market. 
In this case, those who aren’t 
buying health insurance 
aren’t actually in the market 
for health care, so they aren’t 
engaging in-activities geared 
toward that market. 

It’s important to realize health care services 
are (for most people) occasional, and the only way 
Congress could legitimately regulate the market 
under the Commerce Clause is if it regulates the 
activity when it’s actually oriented toward the 
health care market, because when people aren’t 
actually receiving or paying for health care ser- 
vices, they aren’t in that market. 

Thus, if only the Commerce Clause were to be 


considered, the government could not regulate 
activity because it isn’t oriented to the specific 
market that they-seek to regulate. 

But, the Necessary and Proper Clause throws 
a wrench into the whole debate. If Congress 
believes that the mandate is necessary and proper 
for executing other provisions of the Affordable 
Care Act, then they have the power constitution- 
ally to do so. 

One could argue that the mandate isn’t actu- 
ally necessary and proper, but clearly Congress 
determined that it is in order to execute other 
provisions of the law, which do, in fact, regulate 
commerce. 

Since that clause is used in relation to 
Congress’s powers, Congress has the power to 
determine what’s necessary and proper, not the 
Supreme Court. (The President could veto it if he 
disagrees, but he didn’t in this-case.) 

So if the Supreme Court invalidates this provi- 
sion of the health care legislation, they will have 
indeed turned the Constitution into, to use Jeffer- 
son’s words, “a mere thing of wax.” It wouldn’t be 
the first time they have done such a thing.

But bills like this, that tell people they can’t buy 
the kind of food they want, go a little too far and 
are pretty unnecessary and weird. 

The bill was sponsored by Rhonda Storms, a 
Republican senator who said she was alarmed 
when she saw someone buying junk food with 
food-stamps at the grocery store. With the strug- 
gling economy, Storms said that people need to 
learn to live without junk food. 

“If we’re going to be cutting services across 
the board,” she-said, “then people can live with- 
out potato chips, without store-bought cookies,

without their sodas.” 

What she really means is poor people can live 
without potato chips, store-bought cookies and 
soda. It’s a weird stance to take. Does that mean 
people who aren’t using food stamps are allowed 
to eat whatever they want? 

I can understand if she’s advocating for people 
to make healthier choices. An article by the L.A. 
Times did mention that Storms 
was also concerned about the 
health needs of underprivileged 
children, but why not make that 
your platform? It seems strange 
and I don’t know why we need to be so concerned 
with other people’s eating habits. 

Obesity is a huge problem in America. It would 
be pretty stupid for me to try to deny-that. But, 
at the end of the day, everyone is responsible for 
making their own choices regarding what they 
consume and whether or not they exercise to 
work off all the crap they eat. No bill is going to 
change that.

~ There is also the matter of what constitutes 
unhealthful food and what doesn’t. Most fruit 
juices are highly concentrated and full of sugar. 
Do they get a free pass? Or are we banning them 
alongside potato chips and soda. 

What about baked chips and diet soda, though? 
How do we categorize those types of food. It’s 
not as black and white as it may seem, and really, 
it’s just too much effort to try to 
police what everyone’s eating. 

Legislation with similar re- 
strictions have been presented to 
other states, including California, 
but without success. If we’re trying to help lower- 
income individuals eat healthier there are better 
ways to go about it. = 

In Massachussetts there’s a program that 
gives 30 cents back to people who use their food 
stamps to buy fruits and vegetables. Sure, 30 
cents doesn’t seem like a lot, but if we focused 
on programs like this, that reward people for 


choosing healthy options instead of berating them 
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when they don’t, people would probably be more 
likely to eat healthy. 

Further, there are no studies that link food 
stamp usage and obesity, so why is this a big deal 
in the first place? The United States is obsessed 
with being healthy, and with such massive 
amounts of obesity, it’s understandable. 

But, that doesn’t mean we have to resort to 
questionable methods in order to get people to 
adopt a healthier lifestyle. 

It’s just common sense. You don’t make prog- 
ress by straight up banning things. In this case, it 
would probably be much more effective if we just 
encouraged healthier choices. 

Adopting programs like the 30-cent kick-back 
wouldn’t hurt either. Bills like the one passed 
in Florida. If we spent more time working with 
people to improve their health instead of just 
policing their grocery list, we’d probably be a lot 
better off.

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‘Dollhouses’ show cultural 
identities, misconceptions. 


The gallery displays 
two-dimentional 
dollhouses by student 
artist Ji Sun Park.

Ji Sun Park brings the idea of cultural 
misconceptions to Cal State Long Beach. 

Park, an MFA - printmaking student, 
prints and paints colorful, textured 
dollhouses as a way to express cultural 
misinterpretations about America in 
her native country of Korea. 

Her printmaking collection of two-di- 
mensional and-sculptural pieces entitled 
“Dollhouses” is on display at the Dutzi 
Student Art Gallery this week. 

“Not many people want to live in a tra- 
ditional Korean way,” Park ‘said. “They 
want to live-in Western Culture as soon 
as they get money. Dollhouses sometimes 
cost as much as an actual house.” 

Park said “Dollhouses” are a meta- 
phor for wealth and social standing and 
many Koreans have a common miscon- 
ception of American life represented 
through these houses. 

Through her work, she wants people 
to understand that the way many feel 


about Western civilization and the real- - 


ity of western life are different. 


spective from most people,” Park said. 


“T want people to know that my work 
has beauty but not everything is beauti- 
ful, candy, sweet and fun.” 

The pieces draw in the audience with 
their colors, textures and perplexities. 
The dollhouses were randomly placed 
on the canvas to convey a sense of con- 
fusion and weightlessness. 

One particular piece displays an 
open wardrobe with a boring, plain, 
colorless building landscape in the 
windows. Within the wardrobe is a 
lively, splatter of dollhouses in differ- 
ent colors, shapes and positions, as well 
as other items such as Victorian chairs, 
vanity mirrors, tables and tea sets. 

’ This can be interpreted as the view 
most people have of a dull life in com- 
parison to the glamorized western style. 

High grades of pink, yellow, green 
and blue decorate the palm-sized doll- 
houses. The intricate brush strokes add 
texture and direction to each dollhouse. 
Park also layered colorful printscreen 
dots on each painting. 

Park etched windows into the doll- 
houses to look as though they are in- 
dented. She focused on the detail of 
the negative and positive spaces in her 
paintings and added color stains and 
fabric for texture to her pieces. 


A television with layers of glass screens _ 


stands in the center of the gallery. The top 
layer had large, colorful dots painted on, 
while the second layer had printscreen 
dollhouses glued on sporadically. This 


Park attributes this sculptural piece to 
the theme of the dollhouses. As a child in 
Korea, many of the misconceptions she 
grew up with were due to the glamor- 
ized Hollywood lifestyles that were seen 
in movies, soap operas and TV shows. 

“Tt’s an old TV from the street,” Park 
said. “It reminds me of the TV I used to 
watch as a child. That’s where I got all 
my misconceptions from the fabulous 
Western life on TV.” : 

Park drew a lot of inspiration from 
American television commercials and 
dollhouse advertisements. She said she fo- 
cused on the colorful plastic look of Amer- 
ican dollhouses rather than the traditional 
wood, plain-colored English house sets. 

Throughout her cohesive body of 
work, Park ties her theme to beauty and 
glamour of dollhouses with bright col- 
ors, textures and prints in contrast to the

through dull, non textured neutrality. 
The collection of dollhouses took an 
entire semester to complete. The final 
piece in her collection was the TV and 
it took two hours to create. 
Each painting displays a different, 
more elaborate versions of an American 


dollhouse in a sequence. Each painting. 


shows the evolution of Park’s printmak- 
ing from two-dimensional canvas with 
printscreen, fabric and paint to full-on 


- found object sculptures. 


Park said she doesn’t want to be con- 


strained to a canvas, and she is aiming 


to explore the larger and three-dimen- 
sional methods of art and installations. 

“Dollhouses” will be on display un- 
til February 4th in the Dutzi Student 
Art Gallery. The student art galleries 
are open from noon to 5 p.m. Mondays 
through Saturdays; and noon to 7 p.m.

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49ers given chance to 
bolster NCAA resume 


The ‘Niners will travel 
to Omaha, Nebraska 
to take on Creighton 
on Feb. 18.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team has drawn the No. 13-ranked 
Creighton Bluejays as its opponent in 
the 10th annual Sears Bracketbusters 
matchup. 

The ‘Niners are no stranger to fac- 
ing top competition, this ‘will be their 
eighth game against an opponent who 
has been ranked in the top 25 at some 
point this season. The other seven 
teams include — No. 5 North Carolina, 
No. 8 Kansas, No. 17 San Diego State, 
Kansas State, Pittsburgh, Louisville 
and Xavier. 

The road-tested 49ers will travel to 
Omaha, Neb. to play in front of yet an- 
other hostile environment. The Jays are 
10-1 at home this season and have one 
of the best offenses in the NCAA. 

Creighton ranks first in field goal 
percentage, connecting on 51.4 per- 
cent as a team. They also rank sev- 
enth in points per game, averaging 
80.9 points per contest. The Jays are 


also one of the best passing teams in 
the country, ranking second with 19.1 
assists per game. 

The Bluejays are led by star-sopho- 
more Doug McDermott. The 6-foot-7 
forward is widely considered as one of 
the best players in college basketball. 
He is the nation’s third leading scorer, 
averaging 23.5 points per game on 61.7 
percent from the field. McDermott is 
also a beast on the backboard, averag- 
ing 8.4 rebounds per contest. 

The coach’s son has scored 25 points 
or more on 11 different-occasions this 
season, including a 44-point perfor- 
mance in a win over Bradley. 

The Jays next most potent offensive 
threat is senior guard Antoine Young. 
Young averages 11.2 points per game 
on 40.3 percent from the field, while 
dishing out 4.4 assists per contest. 

While-Creighton marches in McDer- 
mott as its one-trick pony, the ‘Niners 
have a well-balanced attack that fea- 
tures four players who score in double 
figures. 

Senior guard Casper Ware leads 
the 49ers, averaging 16.8 points per 
contest. Senior Larry Anderson is the 
team’s second leading scorer at 15.2 
points per game. 

T.J. Robinson averages a double- 
double on the season, scoring 12.1 
points per game’ and pulling down 
10.2 rebounds per contest. Junior wing 
James Ennis chips in 10.3 points per 
game. 

While it’s nearly impossible to stop

McDermott, the key for the upset-mind- 
ed 49ers is to try and contain Creigh- 
ton’s player of the year candidate — and 
it will most likely start with Anderson. 
_ Anderson possesses the size, 
strength and athleticism to compete 
both on the block, and on the perimeter 
with McDermott. If Anderson is unable 
to contain the Bluejays star, both Rob- 
inson and Ennis could spend some time 


on McDermott. ; 

Ennis has the length and speed to 
hold his own against the nation’s third- 
leading scorer, while Robinson has the 
size and strength to matchup well with 
McDermott. : 

The ‘Niners could also use-their 1-2- 
2 zone press to truly make sure that Mc- 
Dermott doesn’t have a monster game. 
Deploying that defensive philosophy 


would allow LBSU head coach Dan 
Monson to have senior Eugene Phelps 
front McDermott while Robinson gives 
weak side help when needed. 

The 49ers have the most to gain out 
of this game. With a win, the ‘Niners 
would add another solid victory to their 
resume, and it could propel this team to 
the NCAA tournament at-large bid that 
is so highly sought after. 
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
